IT is a good obfervation, that, amoog the oumber of 
faces we conllantiy fee, we never meet withtwo that ex- 
aftly refemble each other; bat we feldom take notice of 
one circum@ance that is very woodertul, which 1s, that 
eve.y face is formed in fach a manors, that, however ug- 
ly in me~ he, if aot disfigured by accident, we could not 
change .y partto rendes it more handfome without ma- 
king « umed, becaule, even in this uglinefs, Nature 
has obferved an exaétnels of {ymmetry which we fhould 
not condemn, 

For example :---Suppole we had the power of length- 
enjng the nole of a perfon who has a fhort one, it would 
be of no ule; becaule the nole being rendered more long, 
it would not be fymmetrical with the Other parts of the 
face, which being of certain bignels, and having certain 
elevations and depreflions, it is requifie chat tie nofe 
should be proportionate, 

Thus, according to cefiain very perfe& rules, a Gar- 
nofed perfoo mull be fo ; and, agreeable to the fame rules, 
the regular-featured flat-nofed fase would become a mon- 
fler, could we give it an aquiline nofe; moreover, it is 
fometimes neceflary that a man fhould have no nofe, Thus, 
for example, io buildings of the Tufcan order, it is pro- 
per to leave the columns with a volute: in the Corinthian 
er lonic orders the volute is a beautiful ornament ; but it 
would occafion an itregularity, and appear monftrous, in 
the Tufcan. 

Thefe confiderations fhow us, that we ought not to ri- 
dicule amy pesfon for their apparent defeats ; for thofe we 
may fo conceive are molt frequently perfeGtions.
